Response to Amendment : 

1. Applicant's arguments filed on 10/15/03 with respect to claims 
1-12 are not deemed persuasive. 

Applicant alleges that Newman does not teach "an interface to 
computer telephony resource" because Newman's client interface is 
only used to run tests on the network components, not for accessing 
the resource . 

This is not found persuasive. Running a test on a network 
resource component (e.g., call router) is in fact a particular 
operation of accessing the resource because one must have access to 
the resource in order for performing a test on the resource. The 
fact that other operations, such as reading/modif ying resource's 
parameters, could also be used under accessing the resource 
operation does not exclude any particular application such as 
testing. Since running tests on the resource is within the scope of 
"accessing the resource", Newman's teaching is seen meeting the 
claim limitation. 

Per claims 7, 8, it is network components including 
switch/router, voice response unit submitted that, Newman ' s testing 
application is applicable to many and fax processing unit ( see col 
10, line 60 - col 11, line 8 and col 12, line 38-56) .
